Its cast included Linda Orlans as Patricia 
Stanley, Harvey Wishman as Wally Meyers, David Van Pozmak 
as Dean Frederick Damon, Diane Kastner as Cleota, and Betsy 
Sternberg as Myrtle Keller. The two plays were directed by 
Mr. Frank De Lisi.
